has 
reached an extent where the number 
of students exceeds a thousand, the 
idea of personal attention is eliminated 
because it becomes impossible. 
The 
aim of higher institutions of learning 
is not to place education 0« the basis 
of mass production. 
It should not be 
a mill turning so many graduates out 
into the world at the close of every 
school year. A college training should 
stress 
thoroughness 
in 
all 
depart 
ments, and avoid glittering generalities 
for which the real student does not 
care. Men and women must be trained 
thoroughly 
for the positions 
which 
they have in mind while at college. 
We would be criminally guilty of in 
justice both to our youth and the cause 
of society, if we should place these 
men and women into the ranks ill 
fitted for the positions they aspire to 
hold because the educational insfitu 
tion. at which they expected that thor­ 
oughness of preparation, did not do 
its duty. 
“ Since maximum efficiency can not 
be expected from schools where the 
enrollments are large, there remains 
but one logical and fair thing to do 
We must keep the enrollment down 
where it 
ceases to interfere 
with 
efficiency.”

Evangelical Lutheran .T 0 i 1 1 1 
Synod of 
Ohio, which

Capital University 75 years ago, is at 
present launching a campaign to raise 
$500,000 by June 1st for endowment 
and buildings.
